Response to the arguments 

2. Applicant argues in reference to rejection of Claims 1 and 
3-12 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) that Mulkli et al. (4,638,396) 
disclose a method and an apparatus for an overload protection by 
limiting the current from battery to the load and does not 
disclose the method or the apparatus that in the event that a 
decrease in a voltage supplied via a supply circuit is detected, 
disconnecting the load in a manner whereby a series break in the 
supply circuit upstream from the point of disconnection causing 
the voltage decrease is prevented from becoming incendiary. The 
argument is convincing. Rejection of Claims 1 and 3-12 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by Mulkli et al . US Patent No. 
4,638,396 is withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for 

allowance: 

4. Independent Claims 1,6 and 12 are allowable because none of 
the prior art of record disclose a method or an apparatus for 
protecting an intrinsically save circuit that disconnects the 
load so that a series break in the supply circuit upstream from 
the point of disconnection causing a voltage decrease is 
prevented from becoming incendiary in combination with the other 
claim limitations. 

5. Claims 2-5, 7-11 and 13 are dependent on allowable Claims 
and therefore allowable.
